FDR WANTS WALLACE 

“president Roosevelt has indi- 
gated to me, as the chairman of 
the Georgia delegation to the na- 
tional convention, his desire that 
Heary A. Wallace be nominated 
as vice president,” Governor Ar- 
mall said yesterday.

“It is difficult to understand how 
those genuinely interested in the 
success of the party, and who pro- 
fess loyalty to the President, can 
do other than join hands in keep- 
ing the Democratic leadership in- 
tact.

CAUCUS PLANNED 

Herbert Holmes, chairman of 
the Mississippi delegation, said a 
caucus of southern delegates was 
planned for Chicago to seitle on 
a southerner to push for vice pres- 
ident. Holmes said the time of 
the meeting had not been set, but 
that “practically all” seuthern 
states were expected to be repre- 
sented. 

“We are together on one thing 
for sure,” he asserted, “a good 
Democrat for vice president, pref- 
erably a southerner. We do not 
want Henry Wallace. 

“We will be uncompromising in 
our demand and hope the north- 
ern brethren won't try to run it 
over us,” he declared as numer- 
eus southern party leaders “‘an- 
mounced support of the plan.

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750U.S. Planes 
Blast Ploesti’s 
Oil Tanks Again 


LO N, Sunday, Julye16.—(#) 
Five oil refineries and a pumping 
station at Ploesti, Romania, were 
blasted by 750 U. S. heavy bomb- 
ers yesterday as the worst flying 
weather ever encountered over 
western Europe kept the great Al- 
lied air forces in Britain virtually 
idle until late in the evening. 

The weather finally improved 
sufficiently for Eighth Air Force 
fighter-bombers to strike at rail- 
way, targets in Tours, Orleans, 
Nevers-Orleans and south of Paris. 
They claimed three locomotives 
destroyed and 250 cars destroyed 
or damaged. 

The Eighth’s forces sighted only 
one enemy fighter, which —— 
into clouds, Four U. S. planes fail- 
ed to return.

Boobies Delay 
Leghorn Drive

WITH AMERICAN FORCES 
APPROACHING LIVORNO, July 
15.—()—Up here in the last hills 
before coming down to the coastal 
fiatlands the Nazi has taken all 
the brakes off the cunning artistry 
of his wrecking ability in an ef- 
fort to keep the doughboys from 
seizing Livorno (Leghorn). 

Every road leading to this spa- 
cious modern port—and there are 
many—has been cratered, blown 
up, mined and booby trapped by 
the enemy who seems to have 
pulled most of his infantry force 
some kilometers back toward the 
strategic Arno river. 

As a result the advance which 
was rapid yesterday was slowed 
down again today as the Yanks, 
particularly the armored and re- 
connaissance cars, poked their 
way slowly down all available 
roadways trying to find one passa- 
ble. However, American troops 
still are moving forwerd on all 
sectors, closing in for the kill. 

This demolition and boobytrap- 
ping is the major obstacle for the 
advancing Fifth Army forces, al- 
though the Nazis are tossing spo- 
radic artillery fire and leaving a 
number of snipers along the coast- 
al road in strategic hillside spots 
and farther inland for good meas- 
ure. 
They even tried a sneak stand 
with a squad of seven tanks north 
of Le Fornaci in the shadow of 
a peak jutting into the Tyrrhenian 
sea, but a booming artillery bar- 
rage of nearly 100 rounds made 
them run. 

Near these gun positions I stood 
with Capt. Ian Turner, Fort Dev- 
ens, Mass., beside his racio-equip- 
ped reconnaissance car, and be 
tween shell bursts heard his pa- 
trols reporting on the demolitions 
in road after road. 

Turner told of several incidents 
where Germans committed atroci- 


es. 

“In one house in a small town 
a couple days ago we came upon 
the bodies of three girls and two 
men shot @o death. And yester- 
day we fished a man out of the 
Tyrrhenian who had been shot, 
brutally beaten and then thrown 
off the cliff into the sea. Doctors 
were amazed to see he still was 
alive.”

WPB Eases Up 


On Aluminum 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—(?)— 
The War Production Board today 
authorized wide new uses for alu- 
minum and magnesium in the 
first of four orders carrying into 
effect Chairman Donald M. Nel- 
son’s program for the limited re- 
conversion of industry. 

It approved substitution of alu- 
minum, now in surplus supply, for 
other metals in any civilian goods 
now being manufactured. How- 
ever, the action does not increase 
the output of any consumer item. 

Some restrictions on the use of 
the light metal, considered neces- 
sary to protect arms production, 
are continued, but WPB an- 
nounced that “anyone who wants 
to use aluminum for any purpose 
not covered by the order, or who 
wants to increase his use over the 
allowed limits, may ask for per- 
mission.” 

The restrictions continued in 
force were intended chiefly to 
prevent the diversion of labor 
from war production to the man- 
ee of peacetime goods. WPB 
said: 

“No immediate large-scale re- 
sumption of civilian production 
is expected. War demands still 
come first—and will continue to 
come first until Germany and 
Japan are defeated.” 

The action makes possible the 
use of aluminum for pots and 
pans, but production still is held 
to the quotas established for those 
articles when made from steel. 
The metal may also be used in the 
manufacture of cans for the pack-

Strike Closes 
Bomber Plant 


DETROIT, July 15.—(#)—The 
Ford-operated Willow Run bomb- 
er plant near Ypsilanti was closed 
by management tonight for the 
second time today, a Ford spokes- 
man said, because “crane oper- 


ators worked sporadically and 
held meetings in the plant.” 

The workers reported to their 
jobs for the night shift after the 
giant plant, which produces four- 


engined B-24 Liberator bombers, | 


had been shut down for five hours 
during the day because of a work 
suspension by crane operators and 
their floor helpers. The spokes- 
man .said little work was done, 
however, and absenteeism was 
very high. 

The big plant has been produc- 
ing a bomber every working hour. 
Today’s shutdown was the first 
due to labor trouble since the 
factory was opened two years ago. 
It made approximately 18,000 
day-shift workers idle. 

There was no official explana- 
tion of the work stoppage. A 
company statement asserted that 
it was “inexcusable” and that it 
was “the culmination of a series 
of minor stoppages beginning late 
Friday night” in several depart- 
ments. The statement added that 
the workers had filed no formal 
complaint or grievances. 

A statement by Walter Quillico, 
president of Bomber Local 50, 
United Automobile Workers 
(CIO), issued at Grand Rapids, 
where he is attending a state CIO 
convention, accused the company 
of fomenting trouble, and added: 

“The situation at Willow Run 
has been brewing for a month 
and is the direct result of the 


company’s transferring of work-

BLACK MARKETS FADING 


The WPB decision already has 
produced results. Trade sources 
report black market operations 
are drying up and civilians no 
longer are hoarding. 

“Fly-by-night” brands of low- 
grade rum and gin made from 
cane neutral spirits generally have 
become a liability to retailers. 

Allied Liquor Industries, a pri- 
vate research agency, reports such 
beverages have been cut in price 
by as much as $1 a fifth in some 
sections where whisky and other 
well-known liquors are becoming 
available. 

The problem of cutting prices is 
one for individual stores, but the 
public can expect more of the pop- 
ular, high quality brands which 
have been in small supply lately, 
say other trade sources. 

How much of the slow-moving 
rums and gins is on retail shelves 
is unknown, partly because the 
government withholds specific fig- 
ures on imports for security rea- 
sons. Much of it comes from the 
Caribbean area. 


CARIBBEAN IMPORTS 


Trade sources estimate about) 


half of the approximately 26,000,- 
000 gallons of imported liquors in 
1943 came from the Caribbean 
area, amounting to around 10 per 
cent of total withdrawals and 
imports. 

By contrast, during the first 
four months of this year, imports 
amounted to 39.2 per cent of the 
total. There was little Scotch or 
Canadian whisky—indicating Ca- 
ribbean imports substantially in- 
creased, 

Expanded rations of whisky are 


jindicated for the monopoly states 


of Alabama, Idaho, Iowa, Maine, 
Michigan, Montana, New Hamp- 
shire, North Carolina, Ohio, Ore- 
gonf Penn yivania, Utah, Ver- 
mont, Virginia, Washington, West 
Virginia and Wyoming. 

Whisky rations for these states 
have ranged from one-fifth of a 
gallon each seven weeks to one 
quart a month. In some cases 
wine was rationed, too. 
majority of the states made an- 
other allowance for other spirits 
such as rum, brandy or gin. 
“COLLINS” DRINKS 


Industry sources say that the 
WPB’s decision came at an oppor- 
tune time. In the summer many 
persons turn to the “Collins” type 
of drink, giving the industry a 
chance to build up whisky inven- 
tories for fall. 

Gin probably will be one of the 
first’ types to appear in retail 
stores as a direct result of te 
war alcohol holiday, 
of neutral spirits, which will ac- 
count for most of the industry’s 
August output. 

Next will be blends, made by 
combining neutral spirits vith 
aged whisky. 

Rye and wheat will be _ the 
grains used in making the neutral 
spirits, the WPB prohibiting use 
of corn, molasses or grain sor- 
ghum because of shortages. 

The ban on. using corn would 
seem to indicate there will be no 
straight bourbon whisky made, 
but it was pointed out some dis- 
tilleries might own small quanti- 
ties of aged bourbon which they 
could blend with neutral spirits. 

Little relief is held out for 
Scotch drinkers, liquor sources ex- 
plaining this is an import prob- 
lem.

Despite the capture of Caen, 
the fact remains that Gen. Sir 
Bernard L. Montgomery’s forces 
on the eastern wing of the bridge- 
head today—40 days since the in- 
vasion began—hold less territory 
than they did six days after 
D-Day when they reached Vil- 
lers-Bocage. 

Early in the fivasion, 
Air Forces had roads and bridges 
leading to the beachhead so badly 
damaged that eld Marshal Er- 
win Rommel could gather’ only 
pieces of divisions to plug’ the 
gaps.

He has been outnumbered on 
the front since the first day of 
invasion, but because of bad 
weather and the fact that air at- 
tack cannot completely halt the 
flow of troops and supplies Rom- 
mel has been able to increase his 
forces steadily. 


The Allies have not yet 
launched a co-ordinated  large- 
scale attack all along the bridge- 
head.

TAUGHT SCHOOL 

Let me first tell you something 
about Dr. Kitchens. He was born 
in Glascock county 82 years ago.

Arriving in 
that quiet North Carolina village, 
four miles beyond the Georgia 
line, he was welcomed into the 
Truett home. In the olden days 
the schoo] teachers took turns in 
boarding with the patrons.

Kitchens declares that he will al- 
ways count it one of the high 
privileges of his life that he had 
those three months in the Truett 
home.

WASHINGTON, July 15— 
(P)}—German generals, faced 
with defeats on every front and 
unable to meet the demands of 
Nazi party leaders, are suffer- 
ing an “epidemic” of heart fail- 
ure and apoplexy, an overseas 
broadcast of the Office of War 
Information said today. 


To people of Nazi-occupied 
Europe the OWI beamed a mes- 
sage from Sen. Hill, Democrat, 
of Alabama, relating that unsuc- 
essful German military leaders 
are using illness as an excuse 
for retirement from their com- 
mands, 


Hill recalled that Field Mar- 
shal von Rundstedt, commander 
of Ge ny’s anti - invasion 
forces in France, was reported 
in ill health after his troops 
failed to prevent Allied land- 
ings. 

“Apoplexy and cardiac fail- 
ure among previously hearty 
leading strategists and tacti- 
cians of the Wehrmacht reached 
epidemic proportions during the 
first reverses on the eastern 
front,” the broadcast continued. 
“This wave of illness among 
German generals recalls the 
poor state of Marshal Rommel’s 
health which caused him to re- 
move himself from his not-so- 
fortunate troops in Africa— 
troops which later capitulated 
before overwhelming Allied mil- 
itary might.”

He told how the Rain- 
bow was assembled at Camp Mills, 
Long Island, New York, in the 
summer of 1917 and how it was 
composed of picked National 
Guard units from 26 states. 
RAINBOW’S GREAT RECORD 

“The Rainbow was the first 
American division to hold a front 
line sector without assistance,” he 
said, “and it held the sector for 
110 days, the longest front line 
tenure of any Amerjcan division.” 
Members of the Rainbow division, 
Chalmers said, won 205 distin- 
guished service crosses and sev- 
eral congressiong] medals of hon- 
or, as well as other decorations. 

“You made the Rainbow Divi- 
sion what it was, and you made 
a record in combat that no bBther 
division before, or since, has ex- 
celled, You set a standard by 
which the accomplishments of 
others are judged. Your attain- 
ments are the incentive that will 
make the new Rainbow Division 
an outstanding ‘combat unit of 
which its members, as well as we, 
will be proud,” 

At 11:45 p. m., all lights in the 
room, save one, were turned off. 
And, through the darkness came 
the voice of J. K. Callaway, presi- 
dent of the chapter: “It is 11:45 
p. m., July 14, 1944. Twenty-six 
years ago at this moment the Bat- 
tle of Champagne opened.”

-|Demand Action 


COLUMBIA, S. C., July 15.—() 
In a stormy day-long session, to- 
bacco growers and warehousemen 
of the Carolinas, Florida, Georgia 
and Virginia demanded tonight 
an early announcement of “sat- 
isfactory” 1944 price ceilings for 
flue-cured tobacco and placed be- 
fore the rank and file of growers 
a proposal that the demand be 
backed by the threat of an indefi- 
nite “sales holiday” of at least five 
days. 

Georgians, headed by State Ag- 
ricultural Commissioner Tom Lin- 
der, personal representative of 
Gov. Arnall at the meeting, called 
by Gov. Johnston, of South Caro- 
lina, advocated that the “sales hol- 
iday” be declared by all governors 
unless ceilings were announced 
and acceptable. 


A suggestion that governors of 
the five states be asked immedi- 
ately to delay openings of their 
markets on a staggered basis par- 
alleling present opening 
on the Georgia-Florida belt, Au- 
gust 1 for South Carolina, and lat- 
er dates for more northerly mar- 
kets—was stubbornly opposed by 
South Carolinians who contended 
border belt sales where tobacco 
is tied and graded had no effect 
on Georgia sales where leaf is sai 
untied 

Florida and Georgia representa- 
tives compromised on a proposal 
to have Carolina and Virginia 
growers vote on or before next 
Wednesday night, July 19, on an 
overall market opening, but Rep. 
John S. Gibson of the eighth Geor- 
gia district voted against it and 
declared bitterly that the meeting 
had resulted “in one of the great- 
est disasters that could have, un- 
der any circumstances, befallen to- 
bacco producers.” 


In a two-hour aflerneon debate, 
Gibson unsuccessfully sought to 
have the convention ask the gov- 
ernors to delay market openings 
rather than “waste time” with a 
growet'’s vote.

MEXICO CITY, July 15.—(P) 
In the presence of 6,000 troops 
of the Mexican army, Capt. 
Benito Castaneda Chavarria, 
29, was stripped of his insignia 
and drummed out of camp yes- 
terday in one of the gravest 
and most solemn ceremonies in 
Mexican military history. 

Reprieved at the llth hour 
from death for his bold one- 
man attempted revolt against 
the government, Castaneda yes- 
terday heard the president’s 
commutation of sentence to ex- 
pulsion read to him. 

While ranking generals 
watched, Capt. Jose Cobos Sal- 
cedo approached and ripped the 
triple bars of a captain from 
Castaneda’s shoulders, throw- 
ing them violently to the 
ground. From his standing col- 
lar he tore the crossed cannons 
of the artillery and threw them 
down so hard they bounced 
and tinkled.

This finished, Castaneda fell 
back among his guards and the 
little group marched to the roll 
of muffled drums around the 
circle. As he approached each 
unit, the soldiers turned their 
backs on him.

If not already there, it is a reasonably safe prediction they will 
be across the border in a few days. : 

There is special significance in this carrying of the war on land 
into Prussia first of all. Of all the territory of Germany proper 
there is none which has more brutally earned the retribution in- 
volved in seeing invading armies march across the land than Prussia, 
Fast and West. 

For, looking into basic causes for the wars which have ravaged 
the earth in our time, it all leads back to the Prussian military 
caste and the Prussian idea that a military career is the finest 
career any man may find, that an army of overwhelming power 
is the primary objective of any intelligent nation and that when a 
man dons the uniform of an army officer he is immediately trans- 
formed into a creature of higher quality and order than all others. 

This worship of militarism by Prussians may be traced to the 
fact that of all states or communities in old Europe, the area now 
known as Prussian was the last to emerge from primitive barbarism. 
Their militaristic trend is proof that, actually, they are still barbaric. 
Decent people in other parts of the world long ago realized that 
war and slaughter do not constitute the most perfect ambition of 


men, 
WAR INEVITABLE It was the Prussian military clique, men 
whose entire philosophy was found within 
the covers of an army manual, who created the great army which 
Germany used against France in 1870 and which she hurled against 
the Allies of the first World War in 1914. And, look for other 
excuses as we may, the basic reason why Wilhelm II started that 
war in 1914 was becuuse he had at his command an army he be- 
lieved capable of defeating the world and, with such a weapon, 
why not use it? The people of Germany, too, were so accustomed 
to the idea of a tremendous army, so filled with pride at its size 
and ability, they fully approved the treacherous attacks launched 
in August, 1914. 
All through the years when things went well for the Germans 
the German people gloated in victory and were blind and deaf to 
all shame over the betrayal of honor which marked their opening 


of that war. 
It was the Prussian spirit of conquest that provided the founda- 


tion of Germany's worship of its army. 
The economic disasters which came to

Germany after the first World War were 


the inevitable result of the war she had instigated. Don't listen 
to that old line of Nazi propaganda which sought to blame every- 
thing upon the Versailles Treaty. That was, as a matter of fact, 
a treaty far too mild. If it had been more severe we might have 
been able to prevent the Nazis from re-arming Germany and again 
plunging the world into agony. 

If you want to read a treaty that was truly brutal in its terms, 
read the treaty that Germany made the Russians sign when they 
got out of the first World War. That treaty, incidentally, was signed 
at Brest-Litovsk, a town again coming prominently into the news, 
as the Red armies sweep westward. 

But the Allies were too weak, too decent in their treatment of 
the Germany which surrendered in 1918. If they had not been too 
weak, not Hitler nor all his Nazi co-criminals could have re-armed 
the Reich. ' 

But they did re-arm. Once again the Prussian generals were 
granted opportunity to practice their profession of slaughter which 
they considered the only true reason for their being. 

Once again the Prussian generals have led their armies to victory 
after victory. Over weak and unprepared foes, to be sure, but still 
spectacular-—-temporary—victories. 

And, once again, those armies are facing inevitable defeat and 
the humiliation of unconditional surrender. 

Let us pray that this time the Russians, as they fight their way 
across Prussia, will teach the Prussians such a lesson they will be 
glad to forego militarism as a profession for all future time, If 
they can't, or won't, learn that lesson, there is only one remaining 
course open if we would cure this world plague spot, this focii 
of war infection. That course is to cauterize the sore and burn 
out the infectious germs and pus. Even if cauterization means 
annihilation—which is merely what the Prussians caused to come 
upon millions of decent, innocent folk, in the two world conflicts 
their distorted, half-civilized minds have brought about.

for us to picture the robot bomb 
of the next quarter of a century, 
flying across oceans, instead of a 
narrow channel—with its multi- 
plied power of destruction—ren- 
dering our sovereign right to de- 
clare war a futile folly. 


Right To Declare War 

President Coolidge once broke 
his smug silence tc declare that 
since the constitution delegated to 
congress the right to declare war, 
we could not take away that right 
by entering into an agreement 
with other nations for the preser- 
vation of peace. When Japan at- 
tacked us at Pearl Harbor, we 
were at war whether congress 
ever exercised its constitutional 
right to declare war or not. Japan 
robbed us of our sovereign right to 
decide whether or not we would 
go to war. The Coolidge inter- 
pretation of our constitution, 
echoed by some of our statesmen 
today, in reality robs us of our 
‘right to use our sovereignty to 
'enter into any form of league 
or federation with other nations 
‘for the preservation of that sov- 
| ereignty. 

Another revelation made by this 
| Zlobal war should also make it 
‘crystal clear that every war will 
| ultimately become a world war. 


There can be no such thing as! 


a local war, nor a regional war. 
For this reason, in planning for 
the peace we must understand 
that it must be a world peace. 
|For that reason it seems to me to 
ibe folly to talk about “regional” 
leagues, or “regional” spheres of 
|influence, for the preservation of 
| peace. We are warned by a noted 
commentator not to make Mr. Wil- 
son's mistake of “building from 
| the top.” That is, to start with a 
'world federation. Mr. Wilson's 
mistake was in seeing so much 
'further than the leaders of his 
day and his critics of today. 
'“Building from the top” is a fig- 
ure of speech based upon the false 
‘analogy of a material — building. 
It would seem obvious that if you 
are building an organization for 
the preservation of the peace of 
the world you must begin with a 
foundation which will support a 
temple of peace, which will be 
a dwelling place of safety for all 
the nations of the world. 


Who Is My Neighbor? 


This “regional” school of 
thought suggests, as an illustra- 
tion of the division of the world 


for peace preservation, something 


on the order of our Pan-American 
association. .It would be a divi- 
sion into neighborhoods, con- 
trolled by the “good neighbor” 
policy. This is a prewar, preavia- 
tion view of the geography of our 
planet. The absurdity of such a 


plan will be obvious the moment 
one looks at a modern “global 
'map.” It will be instantly seen 
that in terms of the dangers of 
war, or the commercial advan. 
tages of peace, Asia and most of 
Russia is a closer neighbor to the 
United States than is the South 
American continent. 

This terrible war which we are 
now fighting grew out of that old 
complacent conception of ‘“‘re- 
gional” neighborhoods. Our Pan- 
American neighbors were of no 
value whatsoever in preserving 
our peace. We know now that 
when Hitler crossed the Rhine he 
had started upon a world conquest 
without regional limitations, and 
'when the Japanese went into Man- 
churia they had started for Pearl 
Harbor. 

We must either prepare for a 
third world war, with all the ac- 
cumulafed horrors of the increas- 
ing inventive genius of modern 
science for total destruction of the 
human race, or the United States 
must take the lead in forming a 
world organization endowed with 
the authority and backed by the 
force to protect mankind from 
batbarism. Mavbe the robot bomb 
will prove to be a blessing in its 
horrible disguise.

New Legislature 


The Georgia house and senate will swap 8 
dozen and 18 members, respectively, from the 
1943 general assembly, and will go into session 
next January with the legislature composed at 


least 50 per cent of veterans, 


Twelve of the 52 retiring senators’ will move across the capitol 
halls to occupy house seats, 


Sixteen of the 205 house members are being elevated to senate 
posts. Thus, the 1943 house will provide one-third of the new senate 
membership. 

New senators who come from the 1943 house include: Mell Tur- 
ner, of Decatur; Sam Welsch, of Marietta; Dixon Smith, of Colum- 
bus; Spence Grayson, of Savannah; Benton Odom, of Axon; Abe 
Minchew Jr., of Newton; John Drake, of Donalsonville; Dr. V. C. 
Daves, of Vienna; Hawes Cloud, of Crawfordville; Marvin Moat, 
of Sparta; A. M. Greene, of Gray; A. C. Riley, of Fort Valley; J. V. 
Bentley, of Thomaston; H. W. Caldwell, of LaGrange; John Mavity, 
of Rossville, and George Branch, of Tifton. 


New house members who served in the retiring senate include: 
Marfon Ennis, of Milledgeville; Claude Pittman, of Cartersville; 
Luther Bloodworth, af Macon; John Bloodworth, of Perry; Henry 
Arnall, of Newnan; Alpha Fowler, of Douglasville; Walter Harrison, 
of Millen: W. H. Lovett, of Wrightsville; C. C. Ansley, of Smith- 
ville; David Arnold, of Griffin; Jack Williams, of Waycross, and 
J. H. Kennon, of Adel. 


MANY RETURN Eighty-eight members of the 1943 house have 

been renominated, and at least 11 others have 
had past experience in one or both branches of the general assem- 
bly. Under the rotating system of picking senators fromr the various 
counties in the district, only Atlanta is assured of renominating a 
senator, since Fulton composes the entire 52nd senatorial district. 
Everett Millican, of Atlanta, was renominated. Under special per- 
mission of two other counties in his district, President Frank Gross, 
of Toccoa, was sent back without opposition. Dave Atkinson, of 
Savannah, was slated for renomination without opposition until he 
chose the judgeship of the Chatham circuit. In addition to the 16 
members coming from the 1943 house, the new senate will get at 
least nine others who have had legislative experience. 


This will give the house a membership of at least 100 veterans of 
its 205 total, and the senate at least 26 veterans out of 52. 


OLD-TIMERS A few solons who wrestled with Georgia’s prob- 

lems during the first World War will try to solve 
Georgia’s war and peace problems next January. The oldest legis- 
lator is Clarence Tondee Guyton, Effingham lawyer, who began his 
career in the house’ way back in 1907. Guyton served in the house 
from 1907 to 1910, and then skipped to 1937 and remained until 1939. 
Then he did a turn in the senate in 1941, and returned to the house 


last year. 


Oldest in continuous service is James H. Ennis, of Milledgeville, 
He’s been in the legislature since 1913, and served as president of 
the senate in 1925. J. W. Culpepper, of Fayette county, has been in 
the house since 1919. Dr. Gordon Sumner, of Worth county, served 
as a representative from 1913 through 1917, and then came back in 
1933. He skipped again until 1939 for a term, and then came back 
again in 1943. J. P. Hogg, of Marion county, was a house member 
from 1915 through 1918, and served terms from 1939 through 1943. 
“Uncle Billy” Key, of Jasper, was here from 1915 through 1918, 
came back in 1929 and 1931, and then served from 1939 through 
1943. 


Quite a number of the “newest veterans” have been in the assem- 
bly continuously since 1931,

LEBANON, by Caroline Miller.

Caroline Miller, Georgia author 
of “Lamb in His Bosom,” the Pu- 
litzer prize winner of 10 years 
ago, has written another novel. 
This time she calls it “Lebanon,” 
after Lebanon Fairgale, her hero- 
ine of the south Georgia lowlands. 

As in the other book, Mrs. Mil- 
ler writes again of life on the 
frontier. In “Lebanon” she tells a 
story of the 1830's, a story of the 
frontier ever on the westward 
march, Yet in this novel again, 
she writes also of that other fron- 
tier, that boundless area of time 
and space in whigh the human 
soul seeks to gratify its ambitions 
and its aspirations. 

Lebanon Fairgale, inheritor of 
good Virginia blood, was born on 
the vast and silent frontier of the 
south Georgia lowlands. Here, on 
nature's playground, she lived her 
early life with the cypress forests 
and the great swamp to keep her 
company. Here also she grew 
strong and self-reliant and be- 
came beautiful, both in form and 
in character. 


SHE MEETS SEBASTIAN 

Then she met a man, the man. 
He was Sebastian Ratcliff. scion 
of an old Baltimore family en- 
gaged in lumbering operations. 
And he also met a woman, the 
woman—Lebanon Fairgale. For 
her, he developed an honorable 
desire and a passionate affection.

In the accomplishment of this 
purpose, Dr. Flanders writes of 
many now forgotten, but at one 
time significant, periodicals that 
were edited in Savannah, Macon, 
Augusta, Penfield, Madison, Ath- 
ens, Griffin, and other Georgia 
communities. He shows how these 
magazines reflected many aspects 
of community life—the dignity, 
the mixture of common sense and 
sentimentality, and the rich ro- 


eriod. He also reveals the hardi- 
ood of editors who, in the face 
of many discouragements, left not 
only literary imprints but inspir- 
ing records of personal courage. 

Dr. Flanders is head of the Eng- 
lish department at North Georgia 
College. 


Ernie Pyle, who writes regular- 
ly for The Atlanta Constitution, 
did the introduction for Raymond 
Clapper’s “Watching the World” 
(Whittlesey House), a contpilation 
edited with a biographical sketch 
by Mrs. Clapper. 


Mr. Pyle’s introduction is large- 
ly a tribute to Mr. Clapper as a 
man and as a newspaper writer. 
He, like most other newspaper- 
men, held Mr. Clapper in very 
high esteem. “There was nothing 
flashy nor eccentric nor glittering 
about Ray,’’ writes Mr. Pyle. “He 
was a sound man who worked like 
a dog, was intelligent and honest, 
and used for the foundation of his 
writings two things—vast experi- 
ence and good common sense... 
He was accepted by the great; 
courted by the near-great. And 
yet he kept on working at terrific 
tempo, stayed personally just as 
he always was, and remained cog- 
nizant of the little things.” 


Mrs. Clapper provides an un- 
usually interesting sketch of her 
late husband. Parts of this were 
published with pictures in two 
issues of Look Magazines. There 
are three things, in particular, 
which make this biography of 
hers unusually absorbing and ef- 
fective, First, it has a note of sin- 
cerity. One can sense that Mrs. 
Clapper must have felt that she 
had a real responsibility to inter- 
pret Mr. Clapper honestly and 
realistically to the thousands who | 
admired his writing. Second, she} 
tells with unaffected simplicity | 
the story of their courtship, mar- | 
riage, and family life. This gives | 
the book a beautiful romantic | 
note. And, third, Mrs. Clapper ap- | 
parently thought well of her hus- | 
band’s work. In a day of much| 
divorce and marital discord, it is 
reassuring to have a woman give) 
public testimony to interest in and | 
admiration of a husband's work. 

The bulk of the book is taken 
from Mr. Clapper's columns, 
broadcasts, and magazine writings 
for the past 10 years. Under such 
headings as Journalism, Democra- 
cy, Roosevelt, New Deal, Con- 
gress, Labor, and War, an effort 
has been made to weave together, 
in a somewhat chronological or- 
der, those pieces “that portrayed 
his best thought and style yet con- 
tributed to a continuous picture 
of the history of the decade.” The 
result is a book which is almost 
autobiographical. Mrs. Clapper 
has provided the factual. back- 
ground and Mr. Clapper, through 
his own writing, has done the in- 
terpreting—interpretation both of 
himself and of the larger scene 
which, as a newspaperman, he 
tried to explain_in his articles and 
broadcasts. 

Mr. Clapper, as is generally 
known, lost his life in a plane ac- 
cident while serving as a special 
correspondent in the Pacific last

M. D.”. She decided that she 
would like to be a doctor, too. So 
she began studying medicine. She 
arrives next week in Georgia to 
visit her folks. She is DR, VILDA 
SHUMAN, who has been resident 
physician in the pediatric out- 
patient department at the Strong 
Memorial hospital in Rochester, 
N. Y., for some time. 

She interned at a hospital in 
Montreal, Because of her love of 
childrén, which first made her 
want to be a teacher, still linger- 
ed, she decided she would like to 
work in a children’s hospital. She 
became “Vilda Shuman, M. D.” on 
June 12, 1940. In 1945 she has to 
appear before the American 
Board of Pediatrics to become a 
licensed pediatrician. “One of my 
teachers,” she recalls, “once said 
there were three things a person 
should never enter unless he was 
perfectly sure he was fitted for 
them and could not stay out of 
them.

came our state. MRS. JONES, 
and MRS. H. EE. BOSTWICK, of 
Arlington, worked tirelessly for 
years, and with the help of others, 
finally got the Smithsonian In- 
stitution to place its accolade on 
the lovely springs as the spot 
that has the best claim to being 
the one mentioned by DeSoto's 
men. MRS. JONES can tell you 
the history of DeSoto by volumes, 
and can quote whole paragraphs 
verbatim from records here and 
there to prove that it was her 
spring by which the DeSoto en- 
touragé camped. She hopes that 
before very long the Georgia leg- 
islature will name the road@ that 
passes there DeSoto highway. 
Three diaries were kept by those 
on the famous and perilous jour- 
ney, MRS. JONES relates. One 
was kept by DeSoto’s own neph- 
ew, who gave it to his aunt, Isa- 
bella, DeSoto’s wife, when he 
went back to Spain. She wanted 
it because it told of the Spanish 
leader’s strange burial in the Mis- 
sissippi. For some inexplicable 
reason, the diary was for many 
years not allowed out of Spain. 
Later, they gave a copy to Amer- 
ica’s Smithsonian. “That's why 
we've had to wait 400 years to 
identify the spring,” she says. 

The diary recounts this sen- 
tence, “At nightfall we came upon 
a beautiful white spring, where 
the water was lateral and there 
were fish.” Once this was thought 
to be Wakulla in Florida. It was 
later thought to be a spring in 
Early county. But finally, it was 
established that DeSoto’s famed 
“white spring” was, as nearly as 
it could be proved, MRS. JONES’ 
own spring. 

She had heard old tales of In- 
dians who told about the Span- 
iard’s crossing. And she had al- 
ways longed to own the asapring. 
Finally, one day her husband, 
who had been into town, came 
into the kitchen where she was, 
tossed a paper on the chair, and 
said to her, “There is your spring.” 
He gave her the deeds to the 
cool blue waters, overhung with 
green trees, and banked with sil- 
ver gray sands. 


When the Girl+ Scouts of Ar- 
lington, aided by Albany’s Little 
Theater Group, re-enacted the 
pageant there that celebrated the 
400th anniversary of the 
camp, MR. JONES directed the 
cutting of beautiful woodland 
blossoms with which to bank the 
big gray stone marker: One of 
the most beautiful parts of that 
ceremony was the bit that por- 
trayed a bride (whose bridal tour 
had been going with her husband 
on DeSoto’s adventure) dedicating 
the beauty spot to God. MRS. 
JONES has built a quaint little 
cabin near the spring, full of col- 
orful and interesting old bits of 
beauty. The entrance is of wagon 
wheels, and the huge stone chim- 
ney is of her own designing. 

“IT want to share the spring 
with those who love beauty and 
history,” she says. “But I never 
want it commercialized. I don’t 
want paved walks around it, and 
neon signs above it. I want it 
to be always natural and beau- 
tiful and full of peace for those 
who come to see it, as it was for 
DeSoto, and as it is for me.”

COMMEMRCIAL TOMATOES 

Commercal growers of tomatoes, 
having plenty of space at their dis- | 
posal, and desiring to economize) 
on labor, let them sprawl on the) 
ground, and grow as large as they 
will. Experiments have proved 
that this way the largest crop is 
produced at the lowest cost. 


A tomato plant of one of the 
standard varieties takes at least 10 
square feet growing space in this 
manner, and in small gardens this 
is obviously more than can be af- 
forded. There are two ways of 
getting around the difficulty. 

One is to grow a variety of to- 
spreads over less 
ground; and several of these have 
been developed in recent years. 
The other method of growing to- 


matoes in small gardens, which is 
strongly recommended is by prun- 
ing and staking them. For this, 


The small vine- 
type cannot be pruned. 
PRUNING, STAKING 

Pruning and staking tomatoes 
does not increase the yield per 
plant, but reduces it. It dogs ab 
low you to grow more plants in a 
small garden, and to grow them in 
the air instead of on the ground. 
In this way you get a much 
heavier yield from a given space; 
and many gardeners believe that 
they get better fruit. Certainly it 
is easier to cultivate and care for 
pruned and staked tomatoes, and 
the fruits keep cleaner. 

Pruning tomatoes is easy to do, 
but it keeps you busy. When these 
plants really get growing they re- 
mind you of Jack’s bean stalk. 
The plant which you will set out, 
will have a single stem. You do 
not trim the plant, not even to 
lessen the top, as used to be the 
custom. Let all the leaves stay 
on, until the plant has” become 
established and begun to grow.

here is his reply... 


‘Bom Sergeant Howard J. Lewts and his 
arlicle are typically GI. The Sergeant wrote 
it when the Ortentation Office of the AAF 
Training Center No. 1, Miamt Beach, 
Florida, held a “‘Why 1 Fight’ essav 
contest. His contribution, ‘‘Okay, Stranger?’ 
won first place over all others. When you 
read i, we think you will see why tt was 
selected. 

Lewis ts now twenty-four. He has been in 
the Army for more than a vear and a half. 
Coming from Quakeriown, a small farming 
community in Pennsyloanta, he had just 
started life as a newspaperman. Then, like 
almost everybody else his age, he discovered 
it was lime for him to join America’s Army. 
What else he has learned. he shares with 
vou here: 


TRANGER, you have asked me why I 


fight. You know, I never bothered to - 


think very much about that. I guess I just 
sort of took it for granted. A man’s coun- 
try is attacked and he knows he has a 
fight on his hands without doing much 
thinking about the reasons . . . except the 
main one ... putting the flag back where 
it belongs. 

But it’s a funny thing. . . now that I do 
think about it, I gan find some pretty good 
reasons why I’m fighting. You know, 
somehow a man feels stronger when he 
discovers his own reasons. It doesn’t seem 
to do any good to get them from some- 
body else. You have to dig them up for 
yourself. 

A couple of years ago I spent the sum- 
mer working with a wiry old Englishman. 


The old fellow told me one thing I'll never 
be able to forget as long as I live. 

He said, “‘A man can’t be free in this 
world as long as somewhere else there's a 
man who isn’t free.”’ 

There’s a lot of good, common sense to 
that philosophy of his. Even if we could 
stand aside and watch the Axis throw a 
harness on Europe and Asia .. . and I 
don’t think we could for very long... 
how long could we remain free in com- 
petition with slaves? Could Hitler or Tojo 
rest until we had been forced down to 
their slave-level, until the United States 
no longer represented the ‘reedom and 
opportunity it does now? No... one way 
or another they'd have to put out the lamp 
in New York Harbor. 


Tuat’s why I’m fighting, stranger. Be- 
cause we Americans can’t hang on to our 
God-given freedom when two whole con- 
tinents are in chains... . and because a lot 
of good men died who knew that before I 


did. Freedom, that’s the main thing. . 


That’s the thing we are fighting and dying 
for. And if that isn’t enough I can tell you 
some more. I don’t go much for this idea of 
the purity of the blood and the superiority 
of the people of one race over the people of 
another. 

Sure, there are differences but we all 
came from the same beginning. There isn't 
enough room here for me and any guy 
who says that he’s so much better than 
I am that he can put a saddle on me and 
ride me like a horse ... or tell me what 
church to go to, what books I can read, or 
what I can say on a street corner. And 
when I meet a man who tries to get away 
with that sort of thing, I'll just ask him 
to prove that he’s a better man than I am. 

Well, that’s what I’m doing right now. 
Okay, stranger?

A soldier-author returns 
to his old English home. 
This is what he finds... 


OMEWHERE IN ENGLAND. — I! have just 
been back, after 25 years, to look at 
my grandfather’s English farm. On fine sum- 
mer Sunday evenings, I remember, my grand- 
father and I used to drive our horse and 
buggy up to a long, high plateau. From there 
we could see behind us our own small farm- 
land, and all around it the spires of nine coun- 
try churches. We could see, in the valley 
below, a church where Bunyan had preached, 
a field where the Romans had fought in the 
years before Christ, and, beside it, a small 
thatched public house kept, without having 
changed much since the days of Dickens, by 
my Aunt Matilda. And in all the world you 
could not have found a more peaceful scene. 
. Has this something to do with you, Ameri- 
can citizens? I think it has; for if you come 
with me, you will see the fields of corn, the 
little pub and the church where Bunyan 


preached. You will see the points of nine 
churches rising out of the calm horizon. But 
among them now, you will see a tenth point 
— a flagpole, flying the American flag. 

The history of my grandfather’s farm and 
of that American flag will one day be told to 
you, at home, by at least 5,000 and in time, 
perhaps, 10,000 American boys, all of whom 
have been there. There are still another 1,000 
who would speak if they could; except that 
their tongues are dead. 


Making a U.8. Town 


Wuat they have done to the country of my 
grandfather’s farm is to take a giant razor 
and shave off the huge brow of the hill. They 
have torn three huge runways across the corn- 
land. They have cut the old spruce fox-covert 
in half. They have made a perimeter track 
that would take my grandfather and me, in 
the buggy, between an hour and two hours to 
drive around. 

They have taken the little woods where 
l once gathered violets and found birds’ eggs 
and have shorn them away and made dis- 
persal points for Fortresses. They have in 


fact set down on this flat hilltop an armed 
camp that would have made Cromwell’s men 
stare like children and the Romans run into 
the burrows of the hillside in fear. They have 
made an American town. 

They have been here for two years now. 
shaving away gradually other bits of wood- 
land, other hedgerows, other fields, to make 
room for more men and more aircraft. 

There used to be a woodland where butter- 
fly orchids bloomed like exotic green-white 
ghost-flowers in June and where a huge 
grandad of an owl once frightened me out of 
my childhood wits. The bulldozers have ob- 
literated it. There was a place where a stream 
ran over the road and where, on warm sum- 
mer days, I caught tiddlers with my hands 
among the watercress. They have made a 
concrete culvert over it so that the ammu- 
nition lorries don’t bump any longer in 
the stones of a stream bed worn by cen- 
turies of water. 

They have taken away another wood and 
put an officers’ clubhouse there, with Bairns- 
father drawings on the walls, and, in one 
room, a coat of arms with a friendly but apt 
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mockery of the RAF motto — per trouble ad 
trouble — which’, translated, means ‘“‘through 
trouble to trouble.”’ 

Nor is any motto, made in jest, ever likely 
to be more bitterly true. In all the dispatches 
you ever read from famous front lines. 
Alamein, Tunis, Arakan, Anzio, Catania, 
Guadalcanal, you probably never read that 
almost 1,000 of your countrymen have flown 
away from this English base, and have not 
returned. 

You probably never read that in the 
early days of America’s part in this war 
one of the hardest jobs for the Eighth Air 
Force was getting replacements for the 
aircraft that never came back. You prob- 
ably never read of the American officer who 
stood on this hill and watched 14 of his Fort- 
resses take off for occupied Europe, saying, 
“This is the proudest hour of my life, the 
moment I have waited for.”’ 

He stood there a few hours later, watch- 
ing a solitary plane limping home, and said 
with tears in his eyes, ‘‘We are the greatest 
industrial nation in the world — but now |! 
haven’t a plane to fly.”’ 

Whether you ever heard these things or 
not, this unnamed English hilltop is as much 
a part of the American front line as anything 
at Cassino or Cherbourg. More than that, it is 
home to nearly 4,000 American boys. In 1942 
it was hard to fill the gaps made in the ring 
of giant planes silhouetted above the old 
Roman battlefield. But in March, 1944, in a 
sunny rainless England, the Flying Fortresses 
from this base made up for the tears and 
trials of 1942. 


Through Trouble to Honor 


Tuy flew 19 missions in the month’s 31 
days or practically a mission every 36 
hours. They went out with a system of 
armor probably unequalled by any other 
aircraft in the world, leaving far behind 
them the days when armorers — they say 
it themselves — just drilled a hole or two in 
the fuselage so that the planes could carry 
another improvised gun. They pin-pointed so 
many new places that the walls of the officers’ 
club became too crowded for another target 
name to be painted on them. At last, “through 
trouble to trouble’”’ they have come into their 
own. You can truthfully call it “through 
trouble to trouble to Aonor,”’ now. 

All this greatly affects you, the American 


ROMANCE. British giris like our fighting 


citizen, far away in Boston, Baltimore, San 
Francisco or the Middle West, since it is the 
achievement of your brothers and husbands 
and sons. But in no less way it affects the 
people of Britain, whose land this was and is, 
whose forefathers have gazed for 600 or 700 
years on the spires of those nine churches 
and on Sundays have listened to the tolling 
of their bells. 

This piece of England, rich in history and 
tradition, now temporarily yours, peopled by 
Americans of every kind and locality and 
color, is a living piece of Anglo-American 
history, to the English. You cagnot build an 
American armed camp on an English hill 
without its profoundly affecting the surround- 
ing English lives. It becomes the focal point 
of all local interest. It becomes so that Ameri- 
can boys grow to be part of English homes, 
marry English girls and, when they are 
wounded or die, are mourned by English 
families. If there are finer, securer, deeper-ties 
than this between two peoples I do not know 
where you will find them. 


Memorial to Americans 


Wuen this war is over, they are going to 
erect, on the far point of the longest runway 
here, where.it points directly out to the North 
Sea, an obelisk or memorial tower of some 
sort in stone. It will have on it the names of 
men, citizens from every part of America, who 
skimmed off this green plateau and set course 
along the very river-valleys from which. 
centuries ago, there evolved the standard 
English speech of Magna Charta and the 
Constitution, and from which so many men 
went out to colonize the New World. It will 
record the missions, the honors, the deaths of 
some of the elite among you, the American 
people. 

The wind will blow in wintertime 
straight from Spitsbergen down the east- 
ern flatlands and the wild swans will set 
their course along the river as they have 
done for centuries. The small boys who now 
plague the life out of every GI with the aggra- 
vating question, ““Got any gum, chum?” will 
be grown into men, driving new cars up and 
down the little hills where my grandfather 
and I drove in the buggy, and will be stopping 
for an evening glass of beer at my Aunt 
Matilda’s pub. The American flag will no 
loffger wave on the hill.

SHOULD YOU SPANK HIM? 


BY HENRY HARPER HART, M.D.

Some say yes — some 
say no. Here is one 


expert’s opinion... 


AY with delinquency so wide- 
: spread, our various forms of dis- 
cipline could well be examined 
seriously. When parents are busy, 
tense and irritable, they are quick to 
spank. Spanking relieves their own 
tension ... makes them feel better 
but it hardly ever helps the child. 

“But,”” parents will say, “it won't 
hurt a child. My parents spanked 
me; I turned out all right — so 
I guess spankings don’t do any 
harm.”’ 

Yet the life stories of young delin- 
quents show no dearth of beatings. 
Almost without exception these 
“bad”’ citizens have been brutalized 
by thrashings in childhood. 

True, most parents are not actu- 
ally brutal— and there can be 
worse punishments than spanking. 
Convincing a child that you do not 
love him is worse. 


Spankings Breed Fear 


Burt frequent or severe spankings 
teach fear and not much else. 
They do not teach a child to be a 
right-thinking, right-acting person. 
The boy refrains from a particular 
misdeed because he is afraid; but the 
minute his parent’s back is turned, 
and he thinks he won't be discov- 
ered, he will try to get away with 
the same misconduct. 

A “sudden” spanker said to me 
the other day: “My Billie was the 
cause of his little sister’s getting a 
black eye. So I gave him a wallop- 
ing — and | felt a lot better after- 
wards.”’ He had not.stopped to find 
out how the whole thing happened; 
and the only merit of that spanking 


“You've shown me,’’ she inter- 
rupted, “just how much you really 
love me. But I still feel we shouldn't 
get married before you go. A lot of 
girls are rushing into it, I admit. 
But it’s because they're secretly 
worried about all this business of 
Mademoiselle from Armentiéres, and 
that sort of thing.

The other kind of spanker is the 
father who says with pride: “‘I never 
spank while I am angry. I always 
wait until. I cool off.’ 

But to spank in cold blood is 
worse. A hot-blooded spanking at 
least comes from the heart. A child 
senses this, and usually knows in- 
stinctively that your anger is human, 
and that you do not hold a grudge 
against him, 

Spanking 18 usually the last resort 
of the parent who is not very re- 
sourceful or understanding. The 
father feels as helpless in regard 
to the child as he once felt when 
his own father spanked him: and 
he exhibits much of the rage he 
felt on that occasion. 

Spanking will seldom be necessary 
if, from the time Jimmie is a small 
baby, you are firm but just in com-

mands and censures, and have an 
inkling as to what the child's be- 
havior means. Proof of this is that 
many people have grown to happy. 
successful adulthood without ever 
being spanked as children. 

One big mistake parents make is 
to spank a very small child for 
breaking fragile objects. They are 
really spanking him for being nor- 
mal. A small child is very active 
physically —- that is how he devel- 
ops co-ordination. He is also curious 
about the things around him — a 
sign that his mind is growing. Don’t 
turn him loose among breakables. 
Give him sturdy toys and a play- 
place where he can bang and thump 
and even mark on walls — and no 
harm done. 


Relieves Guilty Conscience 


Many parents do not realize that 
when you spank a child for one 
offense you know about, he is apt 
to feel conscience-free about others 
you do not know of. He's been suf- 
fering from a guilty conscience, but 
the spanking makes him feel he has 
paid for all his misdeeds, He 1s like 
the little three-year-old who spanked 
her own hands — and then stole 
the candy. 

I have known many children who 
deliberately tried to annoy their 
parents into spanking them, so that 
they could stop feeling guilty about 
unconfessed faults. It is important 
to recognize this symptom and, 
instead of spanking, to get the 
child to admit the misdemeanor 
he is worrying about. 

A thrashing, contrary to what 
many think, is not even the right 
discipline for a bully. A bully is al- 
most always a child who is intensely 
atraid of physical pain. He wants to 
give the impression of being brave, 
but dares not tackle children of his 
own age and size. So he goes after 
the smaller ones. What you should 
do 1s teach him to box, so that he 
really can contend successfully with 
his equals, and raise his own esti- 
mate of himself. 

Spare’ the rod but do not spoil 
that child!

AT pint of ice cream from the 

: corner drugstore can be 
stretched to serve six — and it 
should be stretched. Although 
America continues to spoon down 
its beloved frozen desserts at the 
usual speed, there is less ice cream” 
allowed made. It’s fruit ices and 
sherbets requiring little milk or no 
milk which are breaking produc- 


_ tion records. Ice cream for dinner? 


Make the little go far. 

You like ice cream au natu- 
rel, then use it half and half 
with a complementary fruit 
sherbet — a small ball of va- 
nilla ice cream, a big dip of 
raspberry ice. Ice cream and ices 
can be layered as parfaits with 
fresh berries, slightly crushed and 
sugared; whole berries to garnish. 

Marshmallow whip now return- 
ing to the stores can replace absent 
whipped cream in building the par- 
fait. Example: alternate layers of 
chocolate ice cream with the whip, 
this peppermint flavored and tinted 
pale green. Top with fresh mint. 
One pint of ice cream layers up to 
serve Six. 


To Top Waffles 


Hor chocolate waffies with va- 
nilla ice cream is the last word in 
dessert. To your favorite waffle 
recipe add 2 tablespoons each of 
grated chocolate and melted but- 
ter. Bake the waffles at table and 
pass hot, topped with a heaping 
tablespoon of ice cream. 

Carry home a half dozén éclairs, 
those long narrow versions of the 
cream puff. Stuff with ice cream 
instead of the usual soft custard 
and cover with a sauce of hot fudge. 

Pear Glacé with ice cream is for 
a very best dinner. Open a No. 
2% can of pears and drain off the 
juice. Boil this down in a frying 
pan to 44 cup. Place pears in thick- 
ened juice and simmer 30 min- 
utes. Serve while warm, two halves 
for a portion, filling the hollows 
with a fruit-flavored ice cream. 

Bring ice cream to the table as 
a mantle for puddings, for fruit 
tarts, for open-face fruit pies in 
lieu of whipped cream. You don’t 
know the half about a blueberry 


tart until you eat one wearing an 
ice-cream pompadour. Bake the 
shells in advance, Fill at mealtime 
with well chilled, thickened blue- 
berry sauce. Add a tablespoon of 
ice cream, at the last. 

This strawberry ice-cream pie is 
but an overgrown tart. To 3 cups 
of washed and hulled strawberries, 
add %& cup sugar and one table- 
spoon lemon juice and chill one 
hour in the refrigerator. Have 
ready a baked 9-inch pastry shell 
and cover the bottom with about 
half the fruit. Beat 3 egg whites 
until stiff, but not dry, and add '« 
cup powdered sugar, beating until! 
the mixture stands up in peaks. 
Spread a pint of firm vanilla ice 
cream over the bernes and add 
those remaining, then top with 
meringue. Work quickly, spreading 
the meringue to the very edges of 
the pie. Place under broiler flame 
until brown. Rush tableward in 
double-scurry time. 


In Cup Cakes 


Ick CREAM and cake are made for 
each other serve them as one. 
Slice firm ice cream and use as a 
filling to sandwich thinly cut 
pieces of unfrosted cake. Cover 
with crushed fruit. 

Scoop centers from six cup cakes 
and fill with ice cream (one pint 
is enough), beat 3 egg whites 
and % cup honey until stiff and 
spread meringue over cakes. Brown 
quickly in a hot oven (425° F.), 
and so to serve.

This honey- 
peach sundae is one exception to 
the rule: place a square of sponge 
cake on serving plate, cover with 
vanilla ice cream. Lay a peeled half 
fresh peach over the cream and 
drizzle on honey to sweeten. 


With Chocolate Pudding 


Easy done, easy eating, 1s a 
frozen cream pudding. Prepare a 
package of chocolate dessert ac- 
cording to package directions. 
Cool and cut a one-layer bakery 
sponge cake to fit the bottom of 
the freezing tray of the refriger- 
ator. Pour over the chocolate pud- 
ding to fill up the crevices. Slice 
ice cream to cover the pudding. 
Place in the freezing compartment 
and allow to stand during dinner, 
or at least 30 munutes.

Meet Arthur Sasse, who 
takes pictures — and 


chances — at the zoo 


F YOU'VE ever wondered how on earth 

they get those wonderful pictures of ani- 
mals, Photographer Arthur Sasse is the man 
for you to talk to. He’s just as much at home 
behind bars as Al Capone, and he has won 
top honors from the New York Press Pho- 
tographers’ Assn. for his animal pictures. 

Mr. Sasse, one of New York’s top photog- 
raphers, has snapped about every beast and 
bird on the books; outside the dodo, which 
is extinct. Chimps are his best subjects, but 
they generally want to get hold of the 
camera and take a few shots themselves. 

Mr. Sasse prefers to go inside the 
cages for sittings, believes most animals 
are more frightened of a man than vice 
versa. He hasn’t yet dropped in on any lions 
or tigers, though; figures they wouldn’t take 
much stock in theories. And anyway, there’s 
a very good trick for getting intimate shots 
of fierce animals: If you use the right focus, 
you can snap them from outside the cage, 
and the bars won’t register at all. 


Hippo Heaven 


For the most part, says Mr. Sasse, it 
takes more patience than cleverness to get 
good animal pictures. You just wait around 
for an hour or so until your subject decides 
to do something comical. But some animals 
can be hurried along. For instance, you can 
get a splendid yawning shot of a hippopota- 
mus by scratching the roof of his mouth 
with a rake or a street brush. This is a 
hippo’s idea of heaven, and he’ll keep open 
for more. 

Mr. Sasse’s most difficult subject was a 
Himalayan goat who kept knocking over 
the tripod and trying to eat the camera. His 
narrowest escape was when an enraged 
emu chased him all over the cage and 
caught him a couple of swift ones in 
the seat of the pants. It was doubly pain- 
ful because, somehow, it’s pretty undignified 
to get kicked around by a bird. 

But it’s all in the day’s work to Mr. Sasse. 
In the long run, he thinks animals are more 
interesting subjects than humans — and 
they never complain about the likeness.

Joe’s Overseas Bride 
BY MARY DAY WINN 


IN LOVE: But their wedding will take time 


Many servicemen have 
married abroad. What 
will be the results 


for girls back home? 


HREE months ago this maga- 
f printed an interview with 
an American soldier overseas who 
had married an English girl.With 
eloquence the soldier explained 
what seemed to him the greater 
appeal of English girls as wives. 

That interview detonated a 
minefield of explosive letters from 
our American girls. ‘‘What has the 
English girl got that we haven't 
got?” they demanded. Which re- 
flects the growing concern that 
mothers and sweethearts feel over 
reports that many of our service- 
men are wedding foreign girls. 

A sizable number of American 
girls were already doomed to spin- 
sterhood, since the percentage of 
marriageable men in this country 
was falling even before the war. 
These foreign weddings, our girls 
feel, are an unfair raid on their 
remaining man power. 


Number Increasing 


Wuar are the real facts about 
these overseas marriages? THIS 
WEEK Magazine decided to find out. 

Though exact statistics are un- 
obtainable, reports from individual 
theaters of war indicate that the 
number of our servicemen who 
have already taken foreign brides 
is well up in the thousands, and 
mounting steadily. In New Zealand 
alone, 637 American soldiers had 
married local girls by the end of 
last year. And over in England 
50,000 British brides have applied 
for passage to the home countries 
of their soldier husbands. Most of 
these girls, of course, have wed 
Canadians or Australians, but 
many have captured Ameri- 
cans. 

That may be bad news to our 
girls. But the statistics aren’t too 
frightening to Mom and Dad. At 
least Johnny won't come home 
with a strange wife who can't 
speak the language. Some soldiers 
have married girls in_ Iceland, 
Greenland and French North 
Africa, but the great majority have 
taken brides from England, Scot- 
land, Northern Ireland, Australia 
and New Zealand, the same sturdy 


stock that settled our country. 
And American girls might re- 
member that foreign service mar- 
riages, like lend-lease, are not 
completely one-sided affairs. 
American ports swarm with sol- 
diers of our Allies and American 
girls are doing a little raiding of 
foreign man power themselves! 


Gold Diggers at Work 


We MIGHT as well admit that 
some foreign marriages have been 
tragic mistakes, though the same 
is true of many hasty soldier mar- 
riages to American girls. There are 
cases of GI’s who married foreign 
girls to “‘spite’’ unfaithful Ameri- 
can sweethearts; of others who 
lightly took foreign wives and just 
as lightly deserted them, and even 
of.Americans who married foreign 
girls with criminal records, hoping 
to reform them. Many a Yank has 
been annexed by a foreign gold 
digger, attracted by his greater pay 
and the nice allotment check. 
Ill-considered marriages like the 
above, however, are now much 
fewer than formerly. They were 
not conducive to international 
good will, and the War Depart- 
ment, in June, 1942, therefore or- 
dered: ‘‘No military personnel in 
any foreign country or possessions 
may marry without the approval 
of the Commanding Officer of the 
U.S. Army Forces stationed in 
such a foreign country or posses- 
sion.’’ Since then, our soldiers have 
found marriage to a foreign girl ex- 
tremely difficult and complicated. 


On a Merry-Go-Round 


Take, for example, the romance 
of Air Force Sergeant Frank M. 
Cheney, of White Plains, N. Y. In 
North Africa he met and fell in 
love with a pretty French girl, 
Mile. Sylvia Cavalier. They de- 
cided to get married. Then began a 
merry-go-round. First, notarized 
statements from each that they 
wished to marry; a “‘certificate of 
singleness’” from the man; com- 
plete physical examinations—two 
for the girl, one by a French and 
one by an American doctor; certifi- 
cates of moral good health, includ- 
ing an examination of police rec- 
ords; birth certificates or their 
equivalent, and proofs of citizen- 
ship; signed consent to their mar- 
riage by General Eisenhower: 
signed agreement from military 
authorities to waive the usual 
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instantly !

period, and finally, two marriage 
ceremonies, church and civil. 

After all this, the honeymoon in 
Algiers must have been somewhat of 
an anticlimax, even though it involved 
three air-raid alerts during their mar- 
riage night, with three frantic dashes 
to an air-raid shelter. When a baby 
arrived, a year or so later, Sergeant 
Cheney decided to send his family to 
America, and then began another 
round of signed statements and appli- 
cations. By the time the bride and her 
baby were settled in White Plains 
with Cheney’s parents, 15 official docu- 
ments had been necessary. 

All of which should allay the fears of 
American parents that their soldier 
sons are being allowed to rush lightly 
and blindly into marriage. The rules 
for the marriage of U.S. servicemen 
differ slightly in each war theater and 
are not all as strict as the one just 
quoted — but nowhere are they simple. 


Traveling Difficulties 


Tuere are other difficulties to dis- 
courage soldier Lotharios. One is get- 
ting the wife to America. Uncle Sam 
won't pay her way. Shipping space 1s 
scarce, and such civilian sailings from 
England have been entirely stopped. 
To wed an American sailor, one gir! 
from South Africa had to circle the 
globe for the rendezvous. 


Another prime discourager is our 
unbelievably complicated citizenship 
law. Foreigners who marry Americans 
abroad do not automatically become 
citizens; nor are the children of all 
such marriages necessarily Ameri- 
cans. To get American citizenship, the 
wife must first come to this country, 
after obtaining special permission to 
do so on a non-quota basis — which 


. Mayrequire six months. Then, she nrust 


wait three years to file her final papers. 

But if love triumphs over difficulty 
and discouragement, what chance 
have these overseas marriages for suc- 
cess? Well, psychological research into 
the conditions that make for happy 
marrigge stresses the desirability of a 
previous acquaintance of at least a 
year or two, and the advantage of 
similar backgrounds. Few foreign 
brides have these qualifications. 
The urgency of war has usually 
speeded up their romances. A 
Sacramento boy who married a girl 
from Sydney, Australia, explained, 
*“‘We bumped into each other on the 
street, and it was love at first sight.”’ 

Many romances with English girls 
have also begun and flowered with 
equal speed; a pretty little British 
miss who reached here recently ex- 
plained that an American Air Force 
sergeant had lost his way on the 
streets of her village and asked her to 
direct him... Three months later the 


bride was in New York, being directed 
to his home in Detroit. 

On the other hand, it is only fair to 
point out that under war conditions, 
years of emotional experience may be 
telescoped into a short time, and traits 
which might reveal themselves slowly 
during a peacetime courtship, may be 
vividly highlighted by a single mo- 
ment of shared danger. 


The Divorce Angle 


Moreover, before we decide that 
marriage to a foreign wife is the first 
step to the divorce court, let’s glance 
at our divorce rate, which has long 
been the highest in the world. Our 
soldiers’ foreign brides come from 
countries where marriage is not taken 
so lightly. Though the background of 
these girls is different from ours, many 
are making strenuous efforts to learn 
our ways. A group of Australian 
brides, with stories about “‘mother’s 
cooking”’ ringing in their ears, organ- 
ized classes in which they struggle 
with batter bread, clam chowder and 
other American dishes. 

So insistent has been the interest of 
British brides in American ways that 
Get-Acquainted-With-Us parties are 
being held at the Red Cross Service 
Club in London. Visiting Americans 
chat with the girls, answer their eager 
questions, and dispel erroneous ideas 
about the “States” derived from the 


movies — such as the notion that 
every U.S. home has a swimming pool. 

Parents who look forward with 
trepidation to taking foreign brides 
into their homes might remember that, 
in leaving family and friends behind, 
the girls are showing high courage -— 
not a bad asset in marriage. If one may 
judge from the foreign wives who have 
already arrived, they come here with 
a do-or-die determination to make a 
go of it, and preconceived ideas of 
“the finest country in the world’’ — 
derived, largely, from their homesick 
soldier husbands. Incidentally, Mom 
and Dad and the old home town may 


have to strain themselves a bid to 
live up to these ideas. 

Mothers whose sons may marry for- 
eign brides would do well to consider 
the attitude of one mother whose son 
is now in the thick of the fighting. 
*‘My boy,” she told me bravely, “may 
never come home. Why should I be- 
grudge him the chance for married 
happiness wherever hecan find it?”’ 

Our girls should remember that 
when the boy from next door takes a 
foreign bride, it is not any disparage- 
ment of the home product. It just 
means that busy matchmaker, pro- 
pinquity, is still on the job. The End

T WAS early morning of a day in 

August, 1918, at the railway sta- 
tion of Tonnerre, a small town in 
France between Pars and Marseille, 
A detachment of American infantry 
bound for a rest area, had been put 
off the train the mght before.
